learned,wiſe, and able Secretary to the moſt Honour- 
able Peeres ofthis Nation ; and what abilitie hee had! 
ſucked fromthe Vniuerſity in ſpeculation, he did with 
credit practiſe vnder famous Warwicke, and great 
Leiceſter. Theſe were the hrſt paths that lead to Sur- 
tons greatneſſe, and our happinetle : for his other ho- 
nours from Armes,if you obſerue the time of our Cen- 
tarions imployment in the field, you may know, there 
wasatime when forraignereligion was the patroncſle 
of domefticke rebellion; when two Northerne and 
ſuperſtitious Earles durſt diſplay the Rowaiſh enſigne 
againſt inuincible Elizabeth : then, then was this fa- 
mousſonne of Pallas aduanced to the command ofthe

lent gratis vnto tenne begznners ; nor was his charity 
confined within theſe teas, but that Weitcrne Troy,
